Measure Adopted by Senate 


Excepts Tobacco and Tex- 
tile Industries Relieving 
Local Apprehension. 


\ A considerable measure of relief 
was experienced here last night when 
a|pfivate telegram was received stat- 
ing that the .state labor bift amend- 
ment reducing the working hours of 
women in certain industries from 10 
'tofiiiiJe ~h'ours per diem "had pftssed 
th* Senate in such a form as not to 
affect the tobacco leaf an,d the tex- 
tile industry. 
aiajcolm K. Harris, 
who has been to Klchmoifd in inter- 
est of amendments as finally adopted 
by the Senate received the message. 
Kxceptions to the amendment finally 
adopted in the bill which now goes 
to the House for concurrence are 
contained 
in the 
following terms 
which will not affect the two indus- 
tries cited which have gone on record 
as being opposed to the original bill. 
"Page 2, line 25, after the word 
"districts" strike out remainder 
of 
line 25. all of lines 26, 27 and 28, and 
in lieu thereof insert the following: 


ir shall this section be con- 
strued to prohibit women from being 
employed in factories engaged exclu- 
sifely in packing fruits, vegetables or 
'uiuts, or the making of containers 
peanuts, other than tin or glass, 
or "m cotton or woolen mills, or in 
leafVobacco prizeries and re-drying 
plants\as long as 10 hours in any one 
day of 24 hours, if the total number 
of hours of such employment in any 
one .week does not exceed 55.

morning ho and Enimett Plunkeu, a 
larm hand, decided they wanted a 
little drink and made straightway 10 
Lewis Robinson's. 
Quill claims that 


ne had $L'il7 in hia pocKet which he 
received for his tobacco. 
The two 


testified that they accomplished their 
purpose a.nd tame Lack, to town alter 
staying for a while. Again that after- 
noon Quill and 1'lunket visited the 
Place and it was on this trip that 
ciuill alleges that ho became dead 
drunk and was robbed ot his money. 
This time two pop boules ot the fluid 
were purchased, it \\aa said, and Quill 
save them to Plunkett and told him 
to take them to the warehouse ana 
that he would follow. Plunket ohey- 
e but as the time rolled on and his 
en ployer did not appear, he decide^! 
to go to the house and see what was 
the matter 
Ho says he went there 


and found Quill lying on a couch in a 
stupor with Robinson applying a wet 
tcvrei to his face and head. 
It was 


not long befo.'v the two left, it vias 
said, only to discover that the mjoney 
was missing. 


The evidence was very conflicting 


and at times Heated, peisonal aigu- 
ments ensued between witnesses and 
officers had to restore order. Noth- 
ing definite as to what actually became 
of the money or who took it could be 
determined Irom the testimony. How- 
ci er it seems that there were otheis 
present, including several negresses. A 
\ery mixed up affair presented it&eif, 
judging from the testimony. 
The case had its humorous side 
also. Plunkett, a typical and humble 
colored servant of Quill, testified and 
his antics and shyness at first of 
wanting to tell anything about the 
case, together with his tone of voice 
in expressing 
himself. pro\oked a 
great dea: of 
laughter among the 
spectators and the 
mayor had to 
threaten to clear the courtroom if 
quiet was not restored 
An example 


of his shyness was when he was asKeJ 
if he didn't know he was violating the 
law when he transported the two pop 
bottles from Robinson's house to the 
warehouse, and 
he replied 
impres- 


sively, "Well, I'd heam it was against 
the law if tliey ketched you, that's 
why J wanted to get shed of it s,o 
quick." He had just previously testi- 
fied that he and his master went to 
the place but did not say for what 


' purpose. 
When questioned directly 
' he said that they got a few "tricki" 
(referring to the whiskey) and that 
he took, them to the warehouse. When 
finally* made* to divtilge where 
the 
-tricks" were he said he put them 
cautiously under 
a trough at 
the 
warehouse and kicked a little straw 
o\-er them and at the same time illus- 
trating how he did it. When asked 
how large xvere the drinks they IOOK 
at Robinson's house on the first trip, 
he replied that they were pop bottles 
full. "Isn't that right much whiskey 
for one drink," he was asked. His 
slant reply was "No, sar, I kin drink 
a pop bottle full any time and never 
feel it." An incident of his sharpness 
was when he alleged that Robinbon 
tried to make him count out a roll of 
bills which were placed on the bed, to 
see if they were correct, which he- 
claimed was Quills. Plunkett says he 
refused to touch the money, fearing 
that some klftd of a plot was in the 
air which would "land him in trouble. 
! 
The evidence in the whiskey charge 
warranted conviction but in the lar- 
ceny case nothing clear 
could be 


learned and this was dropped.

France Never 


Can Pay Debts, 


Says Loucheur

Kent 
foreign representative of the 


Baltimore Sun. in a lengthy cable un- 
de- Paris date, published in The Sun 
'odav, states that in an interview he 
had" with Louis I.oucheur, French 
minister for devastated regions, M. 
Loucheur declared emphatically that 
France never can pay her debt. The 
United States bars French goods and 
will not accept her currency. M. Lou- 
cheur asserts. Mr. Kent's cablegram, 
in part, says: 
. , • . . - 
"In a vigorous talk I had with him 


today, Louis Loucheur, minister of 
devastated regions in the Briand cabi- 
net and now a member Of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies., flatly and emphatical- 
ly declared that France cannot, now 
o'r in the near future, pay her debt to 
America, but can never pay it. 
Fur- 


ther, he asserted that the reduction of 
her army will not alter in the least 
her inability' to pay. 


"M. Loucheur said he had much 


faith in the nroposed Genoa confer- 
ence. He also stated that France was 
convinced that Germany was able to 
pay her indemnity and demands that 
Germany lay her financial cards on 
the table. 
"\Vhat are the chief dangers in the 


.ivay of economic reconstruction 'over 
ihere?' M. Loucheur was asked. 
j " 'Well.' he said, 'the chief thing of 
which I am afraid is that there may 
be misunderstanding of the elemental 
facts in Europe by America.
